No  scouting  by  alfalfa  weevil  laboratory  but  J.  E.  Eyer,  entomologist  of 
New  Mexico  Experiment  Station,  reports  that  a coreful  survey  for  alfalfa 
weevil  was  made  during  1935  near  Aztec,  in  San  Juan  County,  with  negative 


results  . 


Margaret  Greenwald,  of  the  Wyoming  State  entomologist *s  office,  found 
alfalfa  weevil  in  Park  County,  Wyo.,  and  cooperated  with  the  Bureau  of 
Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  in  scouting  Big  Horn,  Hot  Springs,  and 
Washakie  Counties.
